The  population  for  the  Urban  District  in  mid  1970  was  10,380  which 
is  an  increase  of  70  over  1969* 

The  number  of  live  births  for  the  year  has  decreased  to  182  -  7 
less  than  in  1969*  This  gives  a  live  birth  rate  for  the  area  of  16.7, 
England  and  Wales  16*3* 

The  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  amounted  to  104  -  a  decrease  of 
19  from  1969*  This  gives  a  death  rate  for  the  area  of  9*6,  England  and 
Ales  11*7*  During  1970  6.  children  in  this  district  died  under  the  age  of 
one  year. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  commonest  cause  of  death  is  heart  disease 
with  a  total  of  42*  Cerebrovascular  disease  (i* e* "strokes")  and  malignant 
diseases  are  next  with  18  and  9  deaths  respectively* 

Inter  jxccidents:  There  was  1  fatality  during  the  year. 

National  Assistance  Act:  No  action  was  talc  on  under  the  Act  during  the  year*

*  COMIIllTTS:  Those  flows  do  exclude  the  period  July  to  the  17th  November,  1970 
during  which  tine  ’there  was  no  recording  apparatus  at  the  .Sewage  Works  due 
to  the  extensions.  Since  November,  1970,  all  sewage  and  storm  water  is  pumped 
to  the  Sewage  Dorks.  The  s  torn  figure  quoted  covers  the  period  .^pril  to  Juno, 
1970,  and  was  dealt  with  at  the  storm  tanks  at  Wes tb ridge  Park. 

During  the  year,  samples  of  final  effluent  discharged  from  the  So, /ago 
Disposal  Dorks  to  the  River  Trent  have  been  taken  by  the  Trent  River 
-authority  and  the  County  Health  Department.  On  a  number  of  occasions, 
samples  failed  to  meet  the  required  standard  of  the  Trent  River  -authority 
because  of  the  continuing  overload  at  the  Works. 

Charges  for  the  reception  of  tra.de  effluent  continued  to  be  levied 
by  the  Council  at  8  premises  and  during  the  year  a  number  of  samples  of 
trade  effluent  taken  at  the  various  premises  indicated  in  general  that  the 
Consent  Conditions  were  being  complied  with. 


Extensions  to  the  Wes tb ridge  Park  Pumping  Station  and  the  Pirehill 
Sewage  Disposal  Works  have  continued  through  the  year.

The  detailed  supervision  of  all  drainage  works  has  been  continued  in 
connection  with  repairs  and  improvements  to  existing  systems  and  also  of 
now  work. 

3  •  Pail  Cl  os  e ts_  gnd  .S  eptic  Tanks . 

There  are  3  houses  with  pail  closets  and  33  houses  with  septic  tanks 
in  the  area.  The  pcail  closet  emptying  service  was  maintained. 

4 •  Water  Supply . 

The  mains  water  supply  for  the  Urban  District  is  provided  by  the 
Staffordshire  Potteries  Water  Board  from  Longton  Road  Pumping  Station  and 
during  the  year  a  satisfactory  ba.ctcriological  standard  has  been  maintained. 
58  samples  taken  by  the  Board  were  satisfactory  in  all  respects,  of  which 
31  wore  from  the  Pumping  Station  and  27  from  the  supply  area. 
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18  samples  wore  taken  for  chemical  analysis* 

9  visits  wore  made  to  promises  in  connection  with  water  supply. 


Nov/  supplies  during  1970  -  7  dwellings  wore  connoctod  to  the  mains. 

Less  complaints  wore  received  of  discolouration  of  tho  water  supply  than  for  tho 
yoar  19 69. 


5*  Refuse  Collection^ 

ii  regular  weekly  collection  of  domestic  refuse  has  been  maintain. eel 
although  the  difficulty  in  recruiting  and  keeping  staff  for  this  work  due 
to  tho  attraction  of  better  rates  of  pay  and  working  conditions  in  other 
employment,  continued  during  the  year. 

Tipping  on  Site  No,  2  at  Swynnorton  has  continued  during  the  year. 


Tlie  collection  and  disposal  of  waste  paper,  containers  and  rags  has 
continued.  Scrap  Iron  and  other  metals  are  obtained  in  small  quantities 
and  salvaged,  buc  metal  containers  (cans)  aro  not  recovered. 


There  has  been  a  further  reduction  in  the  yield  and  baling  of  waste  paper 
and  cardboard  during  the  year  probably  duo  to  the  increasing  use  of  plastic  and 
other  similar  material  for  wrapping  purposes  and  the  fact  that  fewer  of  tho 

manual  employees  appear  to  bo  interested  in  baling  paper  in  their  own  time  for 
which  payment  is  rode.

Most  shops  selling 
food  of  a  perishable  nature  have  installed  frozen  food  cabinets  (display) 
etc.,  and  in  general  a  good  standard  of  food  hygiene  is  observed.

Other  Foods 
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There  has  been  a  reduction  in  the  amount  of  neat  products  found  to 
be  unsound  but  an  increase  in  other  foods  found  to  be  unfit*  This  has 
been  mainly  due  to  the  break-down  of  refrigeration  equipment  at  various 
shop  premises. 

There  1ms  also  been  an  increase  in  the  amount  of  pre-packed  foodstuffs 
found  to  bo  unfit  and  this  is  thought  to  be  due  in  some  cases  to  failure  by 
some  retailors  to  ensure  proper  rotation  of  stocks*  Manufacturers  could  greatly 
assist  by  narking  wrappers  or  packages  with  packing  dates  clearly  visible  to 
both  staffs  and  customers* 
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
